The harbor of New York has re- 
cently been the scene of an un- 
usual number of maritime disasters. 
The St. Paul last month ran ashore 
at a point but a few miles from its 
mouth, the Campania on the same 
occasion is said to have narrowly 
escaped a like (ate, and although 

the st. Paul escaped without struc- 
tural damage, her wrecking bill 
must have been very large, and the 
loss of her services, due to deten- 
tion from sailing, and the expense 
of dry docking, required by the un- 
derwriters before she could be ad- 
mitted as a risk for insurance, re- 
present a large sum of money. Her 
stranding was due to fog. Hut a 
few daysago,on Saturday, February 

20, a foe spread over the waters of 
New York Harbor, and an un- 
precedentedly bad record was made 
for the disasters of a single day. 

On this particular day the French 

steamer La Pourgogne ran into the 
Atlas Pine ship Ailsa, both out- 
ward bound, the latter sinking in 
deep water and the French ship 
returning badly damaged. The 

George \V . Clyde of the Clyde Pine 
was run into by the (iuyandolte of 
the Old Dominion Pine, and was 

beached badly damaged. Just be 
low the Narrows the American Pine 
Steamship New Fort ran .aground 

in the Tog, backed olT and worked 
along slowly lo again go aground 
more firmly than before, so that 
some days elapsed before she es- 
caped. These were the principal 
disasters ol a memorable day. 

The number and variety of these

however. Hud remains to be done 
to prevent such accidents, not only 

in the way of producing an efficient 

light for use during foes, but in. 
furnishing vessels and lighthouses 
with efficient fog signals'. 

The main ship channel of New 

York Harbor pursues a particularly 

devious course. On Sandy Hook, 
on the mainland of New Jersey and: 

staten island, there are established 

range lights and screens for ena- 
bling the lines of the channels to be 
followed, the main ship channel 
being the longest and most wind- 
ing. In the day-time long lines of 

buoys, red and black, tire ranged 

along the sides of the channel*, 
with Channel and danger buoys 
also, so that once the long lane is 
entered, it can be billowed without 
the least trouble, if the buoys can 
be seen. P nt il recently t he lights
